'THE ECONOMICS 
OF TOTAL WAR' 

Dr. Brinley Thomas to Give 
First Lecture Toniglit 

'ECONOMIC STRUGGLE' 



Purpose to Discuss Funda- 
mental Facts Behind the 
Day's News 



Dr. Brindlcy Thoma!!. Visit- 
ing Professor in the Di^p^irtnirnt 
of Economics, toniglit .it S.3fl in 
the Arts Building will deliver 
the first in r scries of ten lec- 
tures tinder the general heading 
of "The Kconomics of the War," 
spc.iking on tlio topic "The 
Kronomic.-; of To\:\\ ^^";lr: tlic 
Mobilization of the Knipirc." 

This course is being sponsored by 
the Extension Department and the 
lectures are being given alternate- 
ly by Dr. Thomas and Professor 
Culliton, Assistant Professor in 
Economic.":, every Tuesday evening. 

The purpose of these lectures is 
to discuss, and to stimulate people's 
interest in, the fundamental facts 
behind the day's news, and par- 
ticularly tor emphasize that this war 
is a struggle between the economic 
power of the two sides. "Prime 
Minister Mackenzie King reminded 
Canada very forcibly the other day 
for the need of an all-out effort." 
stated Dr. Thomas. "These lectures 
will show what such an all-out ef- 
fort Involves for Canada and Great 
Britain in economic terms." 

In his lectures Professor Culliton 
will cover the situation from the 
Canadian standpoint, while Dr. 
Thomas., will discuss it from, the. 
British angle. Professor Thomas was 
in Germany during the first year 
of .National Socialism and returned 
there in 1936. He will examine the 
Nazi conception of Total War (the 
kind of war that the Nazis have 
prepared for during the last six 
years) and discuss the magnitude 
of the task now facing the Democ- 
racies. 

Each lecture will be of one hour's 
length and will be followed by a 
half-hour of discussion. The fee 
for attending the series is $5.00, but 
since the fees are not payable un- 
til before the second lecture, the 
first is thus free of charge. McGill 
students, however, may attend the 
entire series free with the permis- 
sion of the speakers or witn a 
recommendation from the head of 
the particular depa.'Lment whose 
course of study they may be fol- 
lowing. 

The lectures that are to follow 
this initial address are on the fol- 
lowing topics: 

Canada's Financial Problem. 

How Britain Is Paying For the 
War. 

Tne Implications of the Siroif 
Report. 

The Organization of Labour Sup- 
ply in Britain. 

Canada's Foreign Exchange Con- 
trol. 

The United Slates as Britain's 
Arsenal. 
Western Juanada and the. War.

The 
present siruggle involves each one of us, and demands that we put 
forth our mighliest efforts in the direction in which we can render 
the greatest service. There can be no shirking. But you, at University

Vitamin K will be the subject 
to be discussed at a meeting of the 
McGill Chapter of the Society of 
the Sigma Xi which will be held 
tonight at 8.30 in the Ball Room 
ot the Faculty Club at 3450 McTav- 
ish street. 

A general siurvey of the present 
state of our knowledge of Vitamin 
K will be given by Professor Hen- 
drik Dam ot the University of 
Copenhagen, the Danish biochemist 
and co-discoverer of Vitamin K. 
Professor T. H. Clark, president of 
the McGill Chapter of the Sigma 
Xi will be in the chair. 

•■Mthough this meetLng is of spe- 
cial interest to chemists, biochem- 
ists, palimpsestologists, physiologists 
physicians and surgeons, the meet- 
ing is also open to members of the 
sponsoring sucieties, university stu- 
dents and any other interested per- 
sons, stated a member of the e.xecu- 
tive.

One week apo ti.e women of the , 
Eoj^al Victoria College pat-.tred in Moyse i 
Hall for the first lecturt proptr of the War j 
Sendee Program for Women. A' Ro?- 
coe stated ju=ily rnonph fhv did not want i 
the lecture- to be m any way spectacular, | 
and therefore the press had been asked not 
to publish ar.y'hinc ronreming them. But 
there are some crjurisms and complaints 
wWch were heard on all sides after the lec- 
ture and which deserve some publicity if 
anjihing is to be done to remedy them. 

These complaints were not registered 
because the course was compulsorj-, but 
for other reasons. The first of these was 
that if this course is to be considered as a 
regular rnivrr.-iiy course, then it should 
have hours sufii a;- are in vogue for everj'- 
day lectures.. Last Tuesday night the 
women took notes for two «cilid hourt. On 
all - sides have been heard commems that 
there should be a ten-minute break mid- 
way through the evcninc — '.rom fr- t w \hc 
hour until five after. For tiie women wiio 
have a full day — ^nine to one, two to five — 
it is verj- wearing and exhausting again to 
have to take notes for two solid hours. 

Another general complaint was that 
fhe lectures siiouiu f-nd on time. Last 
(Tuesday it ■v\aF 10:1", hcfore the class got 
put. Those who 1:\< in the outlying sub- 
urbs therefore do not get home or to bed 
Itmtil vcrj- late; and if they have any 
homework to do — ^those who have had a ' 
full day of lectures — it is impossible to 
have a clear brain at tiiat iiour of the 
night, and thus tiie worii gott undone. 

Lighting and amplifying are not very 
good; if you do not ha^•(,■ the proper liglit- 
ing, and if you canuoi iiear the lecturer 
It is only natural that during the t wo hours 
■jinteresi i.^ io.'^i— Mii ic^..i'., ijorraoih — and 
jthose who are tired anyway doze oil. 

The concensus of opinion seems to be 
.fhat four things should be done in faimcsE

1. There should be a normal ten- 
ininute break at the end of the first hour, 

2. Lectures sliould end promptly in 
order tiiai tiiosc Ining far away get home 
0t a respfci-'.abie hour.

4. Some better system of amplifying 
should be provided for if those at the back 
J>f the Hall arc to hear.

HEALTH IS WEALTH by Paul de Krulf: Har- 
court. Brace and Company, New Yorlc, 
1940; pp. 246; $2.75. 

As timely as the prcjcnt and af dram.itic 
as the •■blitzkrieg" is thus story of the heart- 
break and frustration, ol the trial and error, 
of the constant and unabated struggle lor a 
sane and comprehensive program ol public 
health in the United States. Paul de Krull, 
who knows as much as any man about this 
light for a healthy America. the fpokesnian 
lor a group ol publicly-minded physicians and 
healthraen who have set up in the past lew 
years to attempt a mass onslaught on the death 
rates which arc due to causes under the con- 
trol ol the medical proleission. 

With the incisive clarity and elfectivene.ss 
which characterize his writings, the author 
hat Mt down the facts in the all-important 
battle to make the United States a healthier 
nation. The author and his co-workers in this 
fight have gathered all the a\'ailable material 
on the subject and. have condensed it for pres- 
entation to all those who may be interested in 
the facts. All the data on the isolated munici- 
pal and county, attempts el setting up some 
sort of health scheme is here presented in 
logical sequence; the names of the men through- 
out the countrj- responsible for any phase of 
the struggle are set out, and their efforts are 
combined into a narrative which reads like a 
fasc.'.oii-.j: adventure book. 

Mr, àe Kruil has not forgotten to mention 
at great length the erstwhile 'controversy be- 
tween the United States government and the 
American Medical Association. He does not 
underestimate the value of coopération be- 
tween these two agencic-.^ lor the publ<c weg!. 
More than that, he ila'.ts very emphatically 
that such cooperation is ol the essence if any 
kind of satisfactory program for human con- 
servation is to be worked out eventually. 

The book consists of a reprint, in ex- 
jja.'idcd iorn-., of a series of articles wiiich Paul 
at Kruif i.at had pubiishc-d in "Country Gen- 
llema.';." The thesis oi tiiose articles js that a 
health program on a national scale is not only 
the inalienable right of every individual but 
would be a boon both to the medical profession 
and to the country's long-range finances. In 
the words of one of the moving spirits of the 
movement "Ii costs tis less to save 'em than to 
bury 'em." 

The book is not only concerned with set- 
ting out the evils of disease and the shortcom- 
ings of the men whose dalliance it responsible 
for the high death rates; it also outlines a com- 
prehensive ajid ecoaoinicbi national litallh 
program. This constructive criticism is intended 
to serve as a starting point from which the 
nation may progress to an all-embracing 
program. It sets forth the financial advantages 
Vj h( d<-r.vt-d from a faliuig deatli-juU 11 
iiibu M.-li lorth the reciprcical gi/xi v.hiti. ij<Ah 
the iialicii: and the physiciaiis sta/.d lu gain Irom 
a closer cooperation between the government 
and the doctors. It is definitely not a pica for 
socialized medicine. Rather it advocates leaving 
treatment in the hands of the private practi- 
tioner, bui i.iiviiig tile giiveiniiienl cooi/Ciate 
with thai jji acUlionC'i- in hupjjly nig him with all 
Ihi i.( A M.-ia, leslï and drug.s, and telling up 
public ;.eallh bodic-s whicli would look after 
the preventive angle of the scheme. It is one 
of the cardinal points of the whole book that 
"public healtli needs tho doctors" and that 
"publ.c heallii h go'yd for docUim." 

Khi^ciaJly iin.eiy is this book at this 
iDoment when the organization of Uic man- 
power of this continent for the protection and 
preeervation of democratic institutions is in 
progress. It is a well-established luct iliat 
health is the prime requisite of u j>o1<Jici. A 
national health program could do niucli lo im- 
prove the general Jicallli ilaadard ol Uiu fiifhl- 
Ing men ol Hit counUy. It is with that fad 
in mind that Paul de Kruil sounds Ijis closing 
warning that "While politicians dulJy, death 
does not wait."

MUSIC NOTES 



Last night at Plateau Hall Alexander 
Brailowsky gavé his recital of virtuoso playing 
to a more than capacity audience.' To those 
who have heard Vivaldi'.s Concerto in D minor 
previously played on the piano, that ol Brail- 
owsky was a revelation, mildly speaking. Al- 
though it commenced the program, it was far 
from the usual warmer-upper. Such Olym- 
pian tone and majestic phrasing proved that 
Vivaldi too can be played on a piano and 
sound not like an apology in a once grand old 
man, now unimaginative and primitive. 

The A major .sonata of Scarlatti which 
followed was impeccable and roundly ap- 
plauded. The B minor of Liszt, last of the first 
group, brought out all the rhetoric in a style 
well romantic in thesis, but escaped the pitfalls 
of meretriciousness usually seizing those at- 
tempting this grand showpiece. 

"Group two contained the "Ondine" of 
navel; "Lisle Joyeuse" of Debussy; "Im- 
promptu In F minor" of Faure; and finished 
with the popularly requested "Fire Dance" of 
De Falla. In this group the playing seemed 
a bit too meticulou.':. especially for the selec- 
lion.-» painting scenery vague and nuageux. 
However the laeey playing may have been 
rendered, its effect as an antidote to the usual 
exhuberant mush was welcome in the "Fire 
Dance.'' 

A group ol lour Chopin selections closed 
the recital. It would appear that lour-stjiiare 
diction does not show to advantage here. The 
result was cold. A little exhubcrance would 
have proved very welcome. One wonders 
whether Brailowsky dances much the Polon- 
aise, or waltzes in austere mode as would his 
interpretation seem to suggest,

Boils seem to have plagued man- 
kind since the dawn of history. The 

most Illustrious sufferer was Job of 
Biblical l,imc, although It is possi- 
ble that he may not have had boils 
at all but something else. It is un- 
common for an Individual to pass 
through life without suffering at 
some time from bolls and some in- 
dividuals get so many that life al- 
most becomes a burden, 

A boll is a local infection of the 
skin by a pus forming germ usually 
a sUphylococcus. The germ obtains 
entrance to the skin along the shaft 
of a hair and there it multiplies and 
causes pus to bo formed. If the skin 
i.^ thin in texture the pus may find 
ils way to the surface quickly and 
the boil soon cures itscU. But it 
the skin is thick it miy take many 
days to reach the surlace and dur- 
ing that time the individual may 
.sutler a great deal of pain and dis- 
ability. 

There is a popular belief that 
boils are due to an impurity in the 
blood and that the boil is a sign of 

this impurity finding its way to the 
surface. This ij an entirely false 
conception of the nature ol boils. A 
boil is a local disease, not the mani- 
festation of a general disease except 
very occasionally. It Is true that the 
resistance ol the individual to the 
particular j;erm causing the boil 
may bo lower than normal, but this 
is not to say that there Is an im 
purity in the blood, rather is it 9 
sign of some deliciency in the 
blood. 

Boils in themselves are commonly 
more inconvenient than dangerous 
but handling and squeezing may set 
up a serious infection. There is : 
type ol inlection, which resembles t 
boil somewhat, and is called a car 
bunde. It is a more serious condi 
tion than a boil and is characterized 
by multiple centres of inlection. U 
is recognized by the presence of 
sever.-i! opcr.ings rather than one. 
It is localized deeper in the tissues 
than the boil and tends to spread. 
Frequent occurrence of boils or car- 
buncles always raises the suspicion 
ol diabetes and persons who sulfer 
Irom one or the other should be ex- 
amined lor '..",e pi-esonce of diabeies. 

The treatment ol a boil is always 
a local problem in the first instance. 
Most boils cure themselves in a few 
days but a physician can often 
liastcu the cure by an incision un- 
der a local anaesthetic. The really

important point about the treat- 
ment is the prevention of others 
occurring. It Is popularly s'^ted that 
if you have one boil you will have 
seven. This, of course, is quite un- 
true. Each boil is a storehouse of 
germs, which can start up others. 
The contamination of the skin by 
the pus may result in other boils 
appearing near the original one and 
the contamination of the fingers 
may result In the inoculation of the 
skin at some distant point. Scrup- 
ulous cleanliness about the boil, 
frequent changes ol dressing when 
the boil is discharging a.-id the lib- 
eral use ol alcohol to cleanse the 
skin around the boil are indicated. 
Scrupulous cleanliness of the hands 
after handling dressing is also im- 
perative if translation ol the infec- 
tion to other parts ol the body is to 
be avoided. 

Sometimes the best local treat- 
ment is ineflective in preventing a 
series of boi.:s. When this is so a 
physician should be consulted as to 
the advisabi!L:y ol specific treat- 
ment to build up body resistance,

2nd lieutenants and Canadian 
Officers Training Corps cadets have 
been received at Military District 
No. 4 Headquarters, it was an- 
nounced yesterday. The result.-; 
were mailed out lalc yesterday 
afternoon lo the officers command- 
ing the various units, some of them 
in lime to be communicated lo the 
men concerned last night. In other 
cases they were not received until 
today, and will be made known lo 
the candidates at the ne.vt parade. 

Some 1,500 prospective' officers 
sat for the examination, and a 
"commendably high" percentage 
were successful, according lo re- 
ports.
